The unusual 
concession was made by the Equity 
Council in recognition of Jewett's fine 
rec rd of continued existence for 12 
seasons and as a contributory gesture 
toward the celebration of the 400th week 
in repertory of®such “artistic standard 
set by the Repertory Theater of Boston”. 
It is understood that the players in 
Jewett’s company are in accord with the 
action of the Council. 


The s‘en of appreciation from Equity 
is considered highly complimentary to 
Jewett and his associates. The second 
week of the new season will mark the 
400th anniversary and with it will come 
a change in policv. Instead of changing 
the bill and putting on a new play every 
two weeks, as has been the custom, 
Jewett plans to have three plays already 


rehearsed in addition to his opening 
piece. These three productions will be 
plaved alternately each week for six 
weeks and possibly longer. If successful 
the policy will be continued and the 
work will thus be made easier for the 
actors and will also come more within 
the correct definition of repertory. In 
order to inaugurate such a program, at 
least three weeks of rehearsals are 
necessary. J. Weston Allen. associated 
with Jewett in the Repertory Theater, 
recently came on from Boston and put 
the matter before the Equity Council. 
It has just been acted upon. 


Among the first plays to be presented 
under the new policy will ve a revival 
of As You Like It, with which Jewett 
started his Shakespearean repertoire 
back in 1915 et the Boston Opera House, 
and You Nerer Con Te’). with which the 
actor-manager opened the Copley 
Theater a year later.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—A stockholders’ 
meeting has been called by The Roxy 
Theaters Corp. for August 29, to approve 
plans for the sale of an issue of $2,500,000 
of 6's per cent secured debentures, and 
to elect 12 directors for the coming 
vear.

Rothafel points out that appraisers who 
said the Roxy would be worth approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 when completed, now 
say it is worth in excess of $12,500,000 as 
a going concern.

Rothafel stated 

The new issue, arrangements for which 
have just been completed with Halsey, 
Stuart & Company. will provide for a 
definite funding of current indebted- 
ness, and will furnish money to pay off 
all creditors and restore to the treasury 
the cash which would have been avail- 
able for dividends if it had not been 
used for the purposes above mentioned, 
to quote Rothafel’s letter. 

It is understood a dividerid will be de- 
clared on the Class A stock this fall.

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Settlement on McBride Plan 
Seen As New Season Stimulant 


Many Now Say Leblang Plan Never Seriously Considered Move 
Than Good-Will Medium—Expect Formal Acceptance This 
Week—Will Lessen But Not Eliminate Gouging 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—With the McBride plan virtually decided on as the 
medium for the solution of Broadway's thea‘er ticket poucing problem, those along 
the street believe that the decision will serve in starting the new lecitimate season 
off with a boost and do much in putting the New York s‘age in a favorable litht 
after a generally unsatisfactory season, during which it was beset by police clean- 


ups, ticket scandals and poor business. 

_Altho the plan has been accepted 
unanimously by 75 per cent of the man- 
agers, it has not been formally agreed 
upon, because William McBride, presi- 
dent of McBride’s Ticket Office, the 
originator of the plan, has stipulated 
that he would withdraw it unless it was 
ratified by 80 per cent of the producers. 
However, it is certain that the additional 
five per cent will rally to the plan im- 
mediately, and enable it to be put in 
force by October 1 at the latest. A. L. 
Erlanger, who was unable to be present 
at the first meeting, due to illnegs, is 
sure to represent the other five per cent, 
inasmuch as Florenz Ziegfeld, who repre- 
sented him in opposing the Leblang 
central office plan, has agreed to the 
McBride idea. 


Now that a solution has been agreed 
upon, Broadway wiseacres are saying that 
an agency plan was a certainty, even 
while the producers were supposedly 
seriously considering Leblang’s offering 
of a central agency in the Cohan Thea- 
ter. They explain that the producers 
and agencies are so closely linked that 
it would be impossible for them to 
separate on any ticket-selling plan. 
Those in the know base their contention 
on the fact that more than one of the 
prominent Broadway producers receive @ 
large percentage of their financial sup- 
port from the agencies. The story now 
is that the Leblang plan was never seri- 
ously considered, but was used as a last- 
minute strategic move by the managers 
to hold the good will of the public while 
the Federal Government's ticket-gouging 
expose was at its height. 


While all concerned are agreed that 
the McBride plan will undoubtedly serve 
in lessening the speculating evil, they 
are equally certain that it cannot do 
away with gouging for hit shows. There 
is no system by which the sidewalk and 
doorway broker can be eliminated as 
long as wealthy theatergoers are willing 
to pay any price to get choice seats for 
the smash hits. 


As was generally predicted in The Bill- 
board last week, the plan has six salient 
points: 

(1) Theater managers will deal only 
with accredited agencies which have 
Signed the association agreement; (2) 
theaters will not exact any money or 
gratuities over and above box-office 
prices; (3) agencies will not exact more 
than 50 cents advance price; (4) a trial 
and arbitration committee will be formed 
composed of one representative of the 
agencies, one of the managers, one 
lawyer representing the agencies, one 
lawyer representing the managers, and 
a fifth person not affillated with the 
show business, to be suggested by the 
Mayor, the United States Attorney for 
the Southern District, and the District 
Attorney of New York County; (5) this 
committee will have the power to cen- 
sure, order empioyees discharged, order 
bonds of $10,000 put up by each mem- 
bership agency forfeited, and eliminate 
any of the parties to the agreement; 
(6) the action of this committee shall 
be a tribunal of last appeal, and cannot 
be carried into court.

Weber, 2; Richard Herndon, 2; Harry 
Cort, 2; the Theater Guild, 2, and one 
each for Arthur Hammerstein, Oliver D. 
Bailey, Lyle D. Andrews, Sam H. Harris, 
William A. Brady, Arthur Hopkins, Edgar 
Selwyn, Arch Selwyn, Florenz Ziegfeld 
and Mrs. Henry B. Harris. Among those 
not present at the meeting and from 
whom the additional five per cert must 
be drawn to put the plan in force are 
George White, David Belasco, Earl Car- 
roll, Charles B, Dillingham and A. L. 
Erlanger.

Hays Files Motion 
In Old ‘Trust’ Suit 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—An echo of an 
exhibitor’s fight against the Will Hays 
office, alleging it to be a trust, which 
has dragged thru the courts for several 
years, was heard this week when counsel 
for the film czar and his organization 
filed a motion in Supreme Court asking 
that certain evidence be excluded from 
the trial of the action. The case is that 
of Sidney E. Samuelson, who operates 
the Park Theater in Newton, N. J., and 
in 1923 brought suit for $150,000 dam- 
ages against the Hays office. Samuel- 
son alleges the Hays organization to be 
a trust and responsible for various col- 
lusive agreements injuring his business. 

In May, 1924, after the suit had 
pended for more than a year, the Hays 
office and codeferdants in the action 
obtained a court order directing Samuel- 
son to furnish a bill of particulars. It 
is claimed now that this order was not 
obeyed by Samuelson and for this “fla- 
grant failure, neglect and refusal”. it is 
asked that the evidence be precluded.

Court Changes Hackett’s Will 
To Aid Untangling of Estate 


NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Because legal 
technicalities prevent the carrying out 
of certain provisions of the will of the 
late James K. Hackett, who left an es- 
tate valued at $1,000,000, Surrogate’s 
Court has handed down a decision alter- 
ing the-disposition of the estate. Under 
the decree some of the beneficiaries 
named in the will receive nothing, while 
the nature of the bequests to others 
is considerably changed. The court or- 
der was necessary because the actor's 
estate consisted chiefly of trust funds 
and because these were tied up under a 
deed of trust made by him several years 
ago. The executors found that the resid- 
uary estate would not be large enough 
to pay the debts and expenses, to say 
nothing of the legacies. 

The court decided that debts and ex- 
penses, which amount to $140,000, 
should be paid from the principal of a 
trust fund of $700,000, which Hackett 
had set up for his own benefit during 
his life. One-sixth of this fund goes to 
the residuary estate, after the debts 
have been deducted, and his wife and 
daughter share the remainder. The 
widow will inherit a life interest in one- 
half the fund and upon her death one- 
half of her share will pass to the Actors’ 
Fund of America, the Board of Educa- 
tion, the Players’ Club, the Lambs’ Club 
and the Actors’ Equity Association. The 
National Shakespeare Memorial Theater, 
in England, is also named.

TOO MANY VAUDEVILLE orchestras 
are satisfied with getting the overture 
“off their chests”. Too many leaders 
look on the overture and intermission 
selection as just a part of the regular 
routine. They're all wrong, and that 
may account for so many “tin-pan” or- 
chestras in our vaudeville houses. Let 
some of these musicians take note of the 
overtures played recently in the Palace 
and State theaters, New York—The 
Mikado and The Fortune Telfler—and 
how the audiences sat up and took 
notice. The strains of the principal 
ditties in these Gilbert and Sullivan and 
Victor Herbert works are familiar to a 
large percentage of theater-going audi- 
ences. The music is soothing and ex- 
hilarating—and at the houses named 
the orchestra boys were given heavy ap- 
plause for their work. If vaudeville or- 
chestra leaders would start off the bill 
with spirit and geniality, let them select 
music that means something to the 
majority of the audience. There is too 
much trashy music offered, and too 
much indifference to the taste of the 
public, to expect more than a passing 
glance at the orchestra while grindin 
out discord in order to get it “off the 
chests”. Good musicians love good 
music, and living up to their art will 
be the only method of restoring the 
prestige to vaudeville orchestras. 


PERHAPS WHEN THE vaudeville stage 
censors get thru with their  blue- 
penciling of clean jokes, they will give 
a little attention to the pest of the two- 
a-day houses—the chatterbox. These 
gabbers are increasing at an alarming 
rate, and it is getting almost impossible 
to attend a show without being dis- 
turbed by silly chatter from those who 
believe that those sitting in their 
proximity are interested in their per- 
sonal affairs and more so than in the 
vaudevillians. Patrons don't like to 
complain about these illbreds. Some 
suffer in silence; others don't come back. 
Here is something that means more at 
the box office than prohibiting joshing 
of jerk-water-town peculiarities. Dis- 
cussion of family matters, criticism of 
acts and inconsequential chatter have 
their places, but that place is not the 
vaudeville theater or in tones loud 
enough to keep others from enjoying 
the performance. This affliction is not 
confined to neighborhood houses—which 
have more than their quota of “loud 
speakers"—but is now in full swing in 
the Broadway houses, where class is said 
to tell. If a patron pays to see and hear 
a show, surely it comes within the 
province of the house manager to ar- 
range that the patron is not hampered 
in his part of the contract or called on 
to act the part of monitor to ill-bred 
chatterboxes. 


THE BILLING of vaudeville acts in the 
family-time houses from the standpoint 
of patronage is about as inconsequential 
as the purity of soap used in scrubbing 
factory floors. Artistes frequently work 
for less money on the family time in 
order to get a “good break” in billing. 
Ofttimes engagements are canceled thru 
disagreement in character and size of 
billings. And to all this the wise-up 
showman answers: “What a farce!” Let 
any doubting Daniel keep tabs on the 
daily routine of resident managers of 
family-time houses, and he will as- 
suredly be hushed forever. Of the tele- 
phone inquiries from patrons, 999 out 
of 1,000 are concerned solely with the 
name of the feature film and the stars 
concerned therewith. To the average 
family-time patron vaudeville is a 
means whereby the manager prolongs 
the entertainment to limits sufficient to 
justify the 50 or 35-cent box-office 
charge. Ask almost any family-time 
patron the names of the acts he viewed 
several hours before and the chances are 
he will steer the conversation to the 
feature film and its “names”. Family- 
time vaudeville, unfortunately, is now 
plodding along in an era of anonymity.

This pair of stuntsters, almost iden- 
tical physically and in facial aspect, ar 
subbilled “Athletes That Are Different”, 
and if any big-time novelty act deserves 
such a designation it is this highly en- 
tertaining offering. Not only does the 
team present a graceful and thrilling 
exhibition of floor stunts, but the back- 
ground against which these are offered 
and the costuming raises the turn in a 
class all by itself. The boys are attired 
as Roman gladiators and the cyclorama 
represents the summit of a medieval 
battlement. The inconsistency might 
alarm art students to a slight degree, 
but as a two-a-day novelty the effect 
more than serves its purpose. Added to 
this, the boys work their bows before an 
in-one drop that represents the best in 
scenic design and good taste. 

The greater part of the routine com- 
prises highly intricate hand-balancing 
bits, with each of the pair alternating 
at the understander’s position. Sand- 
wiching the body-lifting bits are in- 
dividual cartwheels and flips, sent over 
with a snap and speed that evoked 
spontaneous and hearty applause at the 
ace house. One of the bovs met with 
favor in a series of slow-motion cart- 
wheels The close is quite effective, 
with one of the pair, outstretched on a 
mat, receiving his partner in a hand-to- 
hand catch after the latter completes a 
brace of flips across the apron. More 
novelty acts like this on the end spots 
of big-time bills will force the patrons 
into their seats at overture time and 
keep them set until the exit march.

Rilly works with two men and three 
wonien, 211 of whom in graded degrees 
tender him marvelous support in a side- 
splitting vehicle depicting the escapades 
of a Babbitt-type hubby on New Year's 
Eve. Billy is seen bidding wifey good- 
by on a station platform at the opening. 
Friend wife misses her train and returns 
to their apartment in time to break in 
on an ideal New Year's fete. Billy's 
attempts to conceal his guests from his 
better half’s eyes bring forth a round 
of laughs that-are guaranteed to re- 
lieve the most fatigued business man of 
the blues.

Miss Vernon is 
a tonic for the eye and employs her 
praiseworthy facial features to their 
fullest extent in courting audience favor 
She props up her silent appeal with a 
delivery of rare quality and a choice 
of material that is also creditable.

Miss Vernon inserts fairly well down in 
her routine a special number, Oh, You, 
which intrenches her as a prima donna 
of class. She sticks to the ballad and 
lovey-dovey type of numbers—and for a 
very good reason.

“Jazz” ---The New American Trade-Mack? 


By PAUL L. SPECHT. 


Not so long ago the European cham- 
pions of art, music, mechanics, etc., had 
us beliewing that in order to complete 
our academic training we must cross 
the sea for such knowledge, but then 
the World War came along and after 
that a real American spirit has perme- 
ated the world—a spirit born anew to 
America, herself, risen out of the mass 
of woe, work and turmoil and the melt- 
ing pot of patriotism which we now 
call the “Jazz Spirit”. And at last a 
real type of American national music 
has been molded—one that has gripped 
the four corners of the world so tight 
and so fast that no critic can stop its 
pace—and who can deny its progress or 


prophesy its future? Out of it all you 
are rapidly seeing a process, yes, a trans- 
formation of real art, really artistic if 
not classical, a stepping stone to real 
classics of native American music writ- 
ten via the art of jazz—super-classical 
music on a modern syncopated and fu- 
turistic rythmic scale never known be- 
fore and, never before so blended. 

Even the State Department of this 
country has issued a statement that our 
American apostles of “jazz” music in 
Europe have done more to cement the 
friendship of the younger European folk 
with this country than all the consuls 
have ever accomplished in a decade. 

Every scholarly American musician 
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abhors the term “jazz music”, but its 
present-day interpretation means some- 
thing more than noise—really something 
like “symphonized syncopation with a 
spray of clock-like rhythm”—so unfold 
your cloak of abhorrence and abuse and 
breathe a blessing on this new-born 
“rhythmic symphonic snycopation”, the 
rendition and interpretation of which 
requires skilled musicians and talent, 
with a seriousness of purpose that most 
all the great foreign conductors and mu- 
sicians of the day have recognized as 
unique and thoroly American! 


In fact, the same countries have be- 
come so jealous of this unique native 
American art that they have been busily 
passing laws and creating barriers to 
keep those new style Yankee musicians 
out for fear that their old-style musi- 
cians might lose their jobs. 


Well, if jazz is a recognized art and 
not an exaggeration of syncopated beats, 
then, since when ts art no longer inter- 
national, and since when can't the pub- 
lic have what it wants whether it be 
English, French, German, American or 
any other country? Because of this 
foreign antagonism the Vaile Bill was 
introduced in Congress. This bill briefly 
provides that “the American secretary of 
State shall instruct American consuls 
abroad to refuse passport vises (a req- 
uisite to enter the U. S. A.) to artists 
or those who are nationals of foreign 
countries which deny entrance to Amer- 
ican artists, musicians, actors, trades- 
men, etc.” 


“Let the best man win and work” has 
always been logical and paramount in 
any sphere of human endeavor, so what 
have our foreign brothers to fear .: they 
are prepared to compete with our native 
talent? 


The movies, our opera, our actors. 
painting, sculpture and other arts have 
had these embargo troubles, but jazz 
and its virulent “spirit” have brought 
the issue to the front for the moment 
and these barriers must be torn down 
for once and all, not only for America’s 
sake, but for the good and emancipation 
of international art all over the world, 
whether serious art, lively or otherwise.

This 
is one of the several donations Mr 
Brandt has made to T. R. M. P. A., and 
his friendship and interest, as well as 
his generosity. is greatly appreciated 
Howard Brandt is a real big brother to 
the tent showman and stands ready and 
willing at any time to extend a helping 
hand to any cause which has to do with 
the betterment of our profession. Thanks 
most heartily for the contribution, Mr 
Brandt. Your #50 will be used in a good 
cause. There is much fighting just over 
the hill and we need plenty of ammuni- 
tion. Good, hard American dollars will 
supply that ammunition. 


Our books are audited and balance to 
the penny. In spite of the fact that our 
members are responding so slowly with 
dues end initiation fees, our treasury is 
alive and kicking. We have a little sur- 
plus to carry on with, besides 8400 owed 
to us by one of the original members of 
the T. R. M. P. A. This brother's tent 
was demolished and he was unable to 
get to the next town. This Office, fol- 
lowing the precepts of our association to 
render financial assistance to a brother 
member in distress, advanced the said 
brother the above-mentioned sum, which 
was a pretty big drag on our strong box. 
But our brother has promised to retire 
his indebtedness September 15, which is 
sweet music to our ears. 


If we had an insurance plan worked 
out, the T. R. M. P. A. manager would 
have received enough money to buy a 
new tent. Say, how about this plan 
which I put before you two weeks ago? 
Doesn't it listen good? I would have ap- 
preciated some discussion regarding this 
matter, but the only letter I received in 
connection with it was from the editor 
of The Billboard, and he did me the 
honor of writing very favorably on my 
“club insurance plan”. Don't you fel- 
lows read your T. R. M. P. A column? Do 
vou ever cet any thoughts—any ideas 


from it? Drop us a line once in a while 
and let us know whether you agree or 


disagree with the subjects we try to 
write about. Criticize if you will, but 
say something. 


Everybody who has paid his initiation 
fee should receive his membership card 
this week. It is very attractive and 
should always be carried about the per- 
son. We have worked out a very nice 
card system in order to notify members 
concerning payment of dues, and every 
member who is in arrears (and I assure 
you there are plenty) should receive one 
of these cards, showing him exactly how 
he stands with this office. 

We are also sending all members 
who have not sent in their opening date 
another appeal to do so. We cannot 
keep check on how much dues you owe 
unless we have your starting date. If 
this office isn’t supplied with this impor- 
tant information by September 1. we will 
be compelled to start vou from Monday. 
May 2. So many of our members opened 
on that date, that it seems only fair 
to declare that the starting date of all 
members who haven't enough interest 
in their organization to take five min- 
utes’ time in writing a few lines, fur- 
nishing this information. 

Beginning October 1, any tent dra- 
matic show playing Alabama will pay 
$300 per week State and county license 
This doesn't include the city tax. The 
present State and county fee is $23 a 
week. Quite a jump, isn't it? What are 
we going to do about it? Well, for one 
thing, the writer has sent his personal 
representative to the Capitol to get all 
the details regarding this unjust bit of 
legislation and to get the best possible 
legal advice as to whether it is constitu- 
tional or not. Just a word about legal 
advice. We need it—badly. T. R. M. P. 
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A should have a good legal representa- 
tive at least in every Equity base and 
ene in Texas. Good legal advice helped 
to put Equity across and our organiza- 
tion must have it if it expects to get 
rnvwhere in these fights against pro- 
nibitive license laws. We might as well 
face it now. We have to fight for an 
existence and the better equipped we 
are, the better chance we will have of 
winning. We are treading on the toes 
of a big, powerful monoply, which will 
ee to it that these prohibitive measures 
come up tn other States. If we have 
loval, competent attorneys to look after 
our interests, we have a good chance of 
taming the octopus. If we are unable 
to retain the kind of legal service we 
need, we might as well “fold our tents 
and steal silently away into the night.” 

Yes. sir, good legal advice helped put 
Equity across and it will do the same 
for T. R. M. P. A. This takes money, 
but listen. If every member now en- 
rolled would pay the balance of his

initiation fee and his dues to date, and 
if our friend would come across with 
that $400, we would be sitting pretty. 
Can’t you do that—you who are de- 
linquent? The season is half over for 
some of us. What have you done for 
your organization? Have you put any- 
thing in it? Have you given it any 
nourishment? Come on, men, this is 
your child, as well as mine. Help to 
support it, to protect it, to develop it, 
to keep it alive. Just discharge your 
financial obligations to your association 
is all we ask. We will do the work. We 
will bear the brunt of the storm. but 
for heaven's sake, don’t stand under your 
umbrella and leave us out in the rain 
always. Either share your shelter, 
come on and get wet with us. Im 
afraid some of us are “all wet” now. 


It seems there is a growing vocue 
among the Southern States for higher 
license fees governing tent repertoire 
shows. Texas, Florida and Mississippi. 
and now Alabama, have just passed a 
bill raising tent show State and county 
license from $23 per week to $300 per 
week. That isn’t a jump, that’s a spas- 
modic leap. Mississippi has been $180 
per week, State, county and city. for some 
time, regardless of the size of the town, 
but just think of $300 per week besides 
the city reader—it’s practically prohibi- 
tive. 

The writer wired the Governor the 
following protest, and is sending his 
personal representative to the State 
capitol to gather all necessary data con- 
cerning this unjust bill. The telegram 
reads: “In the name of the Tent Rep- 
ertoire Managers’ Protective Association 
of America, affiliated with the Actors’ 
Equity Association and the American 
Federation of Labor, I protest against 
the bill which has been recently passed 
in the State Senate, leveled at the tent- 
show industry. raising the State and 
county license for tent dramatic shows 
from $23 per week to $300 per week. 
This license is prohibitive, and will force 
practically every tent repertoire com- 
pany out of Alabama, leaving the greater 
part of your population with no enter- 
tainment but motion pictures. The bet- 
ter class of tent shows are keeping alive 
the spoken drama, and, as the cinema 
has forced the opera house out of ex- 
istence, is the only means whereby the 
smaller cities and towns may see clean, 
wholesome dramatic plays. This bill

(Continued from rage 27) 
protects the motion picture industry 
and helps to make it a giant monopoly, 
forcing your people to look at pictures 
52 weeks in the year or go without en- 
tertainment. Is this fair? Is it in ac- 
cordance with the highest American 
principles? Your interest and considera- 
tion is respectfully and earnestly re- 
quested.” 

IT don’t know how much good this will 
do, but if the Governor gets enough of 
these kind of telegrams, I rather think 
he will take cognizance of our efforts. 
These unjust measures are not the choice 
of the people, but the results of a few 
politicians, who believe “the picture 
show should be protected.” Isn't that 
small-town stuff, tho? If the picture 
shows can’t protect themselves, they 
don’t deserve protection. 

Is it possible that King Cinema is 
afraid of the lowly tent show? 

Do picture shows have to be isolated 
from all other forms of entertainment 
in order to draw paying houses? What’s 
the matter—pictures aren't slipping, are 
they? 

It was generally understood, a few 
years ago, that the manager of the local 
movie could slip on any old picture, with 
Mr. or Miss Thing-a-ma-jig’s name on 
it, and send the “calico opera” scouring 
to other parts. Don’t the movies have 
the same old appeal? Can’t the picture 
show manager arrange programs attrac- 
tive enough to hold his crowds when the 
tent repertoire company comes to town? 
The answer is No—NO—No. The spoken 
drama cannot be killed by motion pic- 
tures or anything else, and, since it has 
been denied voice in its natural habitat 
—the theater—it seeks the only other 
way to live—under the brown canopy of 
hundreds of good, clean, square-shooting 
tent showmen.

Current Comment---By Nelse 


In cur last issue in this column we 
calle ttention to the ever-changing 
conditions on the Columbia Circuit. as 
it relates to the gencral management of 


Sam A. Scribner. 

Working on our former theorv that 
there would be one or more disgruntled 
managers emerging from the meeting 
Tuesday, we lay in wait for the fellow 
with a real or fancied grievance, ready 
and willing to talk, but for once we were 
disappointed, for nary a ore of them 
apparently had any grievances. There- 
fore we fell back on regulation journal- 
ism by asking for an interview with Sam 
A. Scribner, which granted, gave us little 
or no news worthy of publication. 

Be that as it may. one franchise-hold- 
ing producing manager was s0 highly 
elated at what transpired at the meeting 
that he was willing to talk, and what he 
told us confirms our recent comment 
that Scribner is meeting changing con- 
ditions as they confront him, and de- 
monding the same of producing man- 
rs and principals of shows on the 
circuit, likewise of house managers and 
their attaches. 

From what our informant confided to 
us, Scribner made it plain to those pres- 
ent that he would not stand for habitual 
knockers on the circuit, be it producing 

hanagers, principals or house managers. 
Those that cannot boost or help their 


er 


fellow circuiteers will be dumped into 
the discard as undesirables. 

There were some things that Scribner 
had planned for the coming season that 
he did not confide to those present, and 
that is the careful watch that will be 
kent on the operation of houses and 
shows. 

House managers who drift into the 
theater around noon, fail to make a per- 
sonal inspection of their houses to see 
that the cleaners have done their work 
properly, exits in working order, chairs 
comfortable and free of all defects that 
can cause damage to patrons’ clothing, 
dressing rooms clean, heating and cool- 
ing systems in good working order, or- 
chestras in pit on time for rehearsals and 
performances, advertising agents and 
billers on the job daily, a careful check- 
up on passes and gallery tickets, will 
find themselves relieved of their man- 
agerial duties. 

Company managers who fail to be on 
the front of house for the purpose of 
watching the ticket takers, being in the 
treasurer's office on time for the count- 
up in person, and counting up proper- 
ly, instead of taking the treasurer's box- 
office statement, will soon go the way 
of the company managers who have a 
weakness for posing in the lobby as 
owners of the show, playing cards in the 
house-manager’s office, running back 


is evidenced by 
Scribner's recent rulings in several cases 
that had been brought to his attention 

Verily, there is a new era in sight for 
the Columbia Circuit that will bear 
watching on the part of everyone in any 
way affiliated with the production and 
presentation of theatricals. 

According to our informant, Scribner 
has no intentions of competing with the 
Big Boys of Broadway, but is fully de- 
termined to make the Columbia Circuit, 
better, if not bigger, for the coming sea- 
son, with every prospect of becoming 
bigger and better next season thru a 
series Of eliminations of everything and 
everybody deemed undesirable. Person- 
ally, we have no desire to give the im- 
pression that we know it all, or can get 
it direct from Scribner, but we do claim 
that we are in a position that enables 
us to get it from one who has the con- 
fidence of Scribner, and make predic 
tions that have been fulfilled in the 
past, and in all probability will be ful- 
filled in the future. 

We herein make a prediction that the 
Columbia Amusement Company is now 
in a financial position to promote the 
building of new theaters, lease other 
theaters, and enabled to enlist unlimited 
financial backing for the production and 
presentation of as many shows as the 
company desires for its circuit. 

This desirable position permits the 
C. A. C. to select producers of known 
proficiency. 

While it wasn’t generally knewn to 
the rank and file of producing managers 
at the meeting on Tuesday, it was known 
to at least one of them that Scribner had 
in hand a stack of checks, calling for 
thousands of dollars, for the use of pro- 
ducing managers that he considered 
worthy of financing for the proper pres- 
entation of Columbia Circuit shows.

Review 
This is a typical tropical drama en- 
acted on a South Sea Island under the 
protectorate of the U. S. A. 
On the island is a combination hotel 
and store that serves as a stage setting 


for the three acts that it takes to pro- 
duce the play 

Quarantined in the hotel is the white 
proprietor, his native wife, native ser- 
vants and several marines, supplemented 
by a party of tourists that includes a 
missionary, his wife, a doctor, his wife 
and a flashy woman. 

The flashy woman, with her ever-pres- 
ent phonograph, cigarets and bottle of 
booze, puts pep aplenty into the hotel, 
to the disgust of the missionary and his 
wife. 

The missionary makes strenuous ef- 
forts to stop the girl's waywardness, 
which she resists fiercely. Later, coming 
under his influence, she confesses herself 
a woman of the streets, a fugitive from 
San Francisco justice, and defies him to 
have her sent back to prison. Again she 
comes under his masterful influence, 
pleads penitnence, agrees to return to 
prison and therein work out the salva- 
tion of her soul. 

Having won a victory over the girl, 
the missionary, @ sex-suppressed, self- 
suffering husband of a prim wife, en- 
deavors to win a victory over himself, 
but evidently fails, for he is seen entering 
the girl’s bedroom at midnight, only to 
be found dead on the beach in the early 
morn with a self-inflicted wound. 

Leona Earl, as Sadie Thompson, the 
flashy feminine, was a typical girl of the 
street, with her tough-talking repartee, 
until convinced by the missionary’s dra- 
matic demonstrations that she had a 
soul worthy of his saving, when she be- 
came a willing martyr, only to be dis- 
illusioned by his midnight visit, when she 
reverts to her former flashy self. 

Miss Earl was emotionally dramatic in 
several scenes with the missionary while 
resenting his interference with her mode 
of life, and resisting his efforts to have 
the Governor of the Island deport her, 
until her conversion changed her first to 
a martyr, thence again to her real self. 


Jerrold Ryce, as Rev. Alfred Davidson, 
gave an artistic, realistic portrayal of a 
difficult role, that of a bigoted mis- 
sionary, who fights himself fiercely but 
finally falls for the lure of sex. 

Elsie Prescott, as Mrs. Alfred Davidson, 
has apparently studied the lives of mis- 
sionaries’ wives, for her makeup and 
mannerism were perfect, while her 
acknowledgment of platonic feelings 
was apropos to her characterization. 

William Betts, as Joe Horn, the white 
keeper of the hotel, was humorous, lik- 
able and admirable in his characteriza- 
tion. 

Walter Asher, as Dr. McPhail, gave a 
finished performance. 

Dorothy Gail, as Mrs. McPhail, had 
but few lines, but her girlish simplicity 
and natural actions lent atmosphere to 
the presentation. 

George Kinnear, as Sergeant O'Hara, 
of the U. S. Marines, had but little in 
the first act, but distinguished himself 
admirably in his big scenes in the sec- 
ond and third acts. 


Thomas McKay, as the garrulous 
quartermaster, garnered several legiti- 
mate laughs in the first act, this is 
especially applicable to his drunken exit. 


Jean Darrow, as Ameen, the native wife 
of the hotel keeper, was typical of the 
tropics and its customs. 


The other players handled their minor 
roles in an able manner. 


Comment 

Sam Forrest, having staged the original 
production, was fully qualified to stage 
the Talbot presentation, but was some- 
what handicapped on the opening night 
by the poor facilities for making real 
rain backstage, and the late arrival of 
the company, all of which will be over- 
come in Boston when the show opens on 
the Columbia Circuit.

Also, in 
all fairness to the title, a considerable 
lot of silk is worn. 

Mrs. Wallace Reid gives a fair perform- 
ance, assisted by Rockcliffe Fellowes, 
Gladys Brockwell, Alice White and John 
Miljan.

Exhibitors should get a fair play from 
the picture because of its title, star and 
a lot of Gotham publicity, but the pic- 
ture is still just average. 


Paramount 
“Barbed Wire’ 


(Paramount) 


Film: 


Pola Negri has had to wait a long time 
to be given a vehicle worthy of the 
mame, but her patience has been 
rewarded by Barbed Wire in spite of the 
fact this picture presents still another 
phase of the war. The action is laid on 
a farm in France which has been trans- 
formed into a camp for German prison- 
ers. Here, where Mona (Miss Negri) was 
brought up, she toils on in providing 
food for the prisoners of war until one 
fine day her heart leaps into the bargain 
at the sight of Oscar (played by Clive 
Brooks), a German who had werked in 
Paris before the world holocaust and 
spoke French as fluently as he won 
hearts irrevocably. Despite her hatred 
for Germans, she came to love the 
prisoner only too well. with the result 
her neighbors, even after the Armistice 
was signed, arrived at the brutal decision 
to drive her from town unless she gave 
up her German sweetheart. This she 
would not do. At the crucial moment, 
her brother, thought dead, comes home 
blinded. He had learned to love rather 
than hate his brothers. whether they be 
German or French. His preachment— 
which in a way mars the finish—saves 
the day, winning over the peasants. It 
is unfortunate that some other way of 
achieving a happy ending could not have 
been found. 

Withal, Barbed Wire is a genuinely 
entertaining picture, well directed and 


well acted. To Erich Pommer and Row- 
land V. Lee go the honors for the direc- 
tion. Barbed Wire is based on a Hall 
Caine novel. 

The current week marks the inaugura- 
tion of the Paramount stage orchestra 
with Ben Black, from the West Coast, 
directing. The band plays rather well. 
Around it are a number of interesting 
acts and novelties, including a dancing 
ensemble that is fair but could be much 
better. Eugene Cibelli and Dorothy 
Neville appear as soloists, the former 
offering Toselli’s Serenade and the lat- 
ter Serenade by DiCapua. Miss Neville 
later renders Santa Lucia in a very im- 
pressive manner. 

Among acts are Earl and Bell, tip- 
top harmonists with guitars, and Deszo 
Retter, nut comedian.

Capitol 
“Adam and Evil’ 
(M.-G.-M.) 


Waves of protest against the motion 
picture would cause hardly a perceptible 
ripple were all films as thoroly enter- 
taining as Adam and Evil, one of the 
smartest light comedies to flit across the 
silver sheet in a dozen moons or more. 
The picture has everything that most 
lack—a corking story well knit and 
meticulously pieced together, very able 
direction, highly competent acting. a 
good set of titles and expert photog- 
raphy. Morever, the comedy and camera 
angles are artistically achieved, the ac- 
tion is ingeniously carried along in a 
maze of complications that make for the 
most highly seasoned and delicious 
humor, there is a pleasing touch of 
sophistication, a melody in the move- 
ment of the story, and in all the situa- 
tions there is a natural tone seldom to 
be found in pictures of today. Perhaps 
the only complaint, which verily is a 
small one, is the lack of connection be- 
tween story and title. The husband's 
mame is Adam, the wife’s name Eve. 
That ends the excuse for the title. 

The story of Adam and Evil centers 
around a husband and wife who get 
along like most husbands and wives to- 
day after the halo of romance has dis- 
sipated and only the day’s routine has 
any significance. Friend husband, thru 
his fortune or misfortune in having a 
twin brother very closely resembling 
him, has a grand time deceiving his 
comely wife, while the wife, thinking 
she had been cheating somewhat with 
friend husband's twin brother (actually 
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the husband) also has something of a 
delightful time. A most unusual! series 
of complications envelops hubby and 
wifie as the interesting film unwinds 
itself to a happy and innocent end. 
There is nothing particularly frothy 
about the picture, which makes it all 
the more diverting and less liable from 
injury at the hands of unsympathetic 
censors. 

Lew Cody is excellent as the husband 
and Aileen Pringle fully as excellent as 
the wife. Gwen Lee, Hedda Hopper, 
Gertrude Short and Roy D’Arcy are in 


support. They are all A-1. 
Book this M.-G.-M. feature without 
fail. It’s a winner of the most winning 


type.

To those outside of its 
‘tivities it may seem a little strange 
yt a director should have other diffi- 
/ulties than those of merely directing. 
Rut directing is not half of it. “Cast- 
is the word that sends shivers 
sown the spine of he or she who has 
the fob of selecting the players. And on 
this jagged rock some of the little the- 
aters are going to make shipwreck. 
“The instinct that called the little 
theater into being was a popular one; 
the soul of the urge was democratic. 
But the problem has arisen of how to 
keep the organization from falling into 
the hands of a clique, however clever, 
and at the same time present plays that 
are of the highest possible quality. For 
1f the most gifted or the most experi- 
enced players are allowed to do all of 
the acting, the little theater will become 
altogether too little; and if the less able 
or less experienced are wedged into the 
important prformances they will hurt 
what should be serious efforts to present 
drama. The continued life of the little 
theater demands artistic excellence, but 
it also demands that no possible talent 
shall be overlooked or alienated. That 
is the increasing problem of those who 
«re managing or directing the amateur 
players, and it must be solved, or the 
inevitable, and sometimes justifiable, re- 
sentments will get in their deadly work. 
“Tast year, by giving all its members 
chance to work, the Denison Little 
Theater held to tts democratic policy, 
nd nowhere in the State was enthusi- 
m more general or more genuine. It 
wis done at the cost of raggedness in 
me of its more important efforts. And 
vet, In at least two of its performances, 
promising material was discovered that 
could have been discovered in no other 
Way, under its present policy. How then, 
can the feature performance be kept at 
« hich level, and the diamond-in-the- 
rough unearthed? 


“We believe that the Gainesville group 
has hit upon a plan that will work 
The novices will be given their own di- 
vision; they will produce one-act plays. 
They will serve as tryouts and those 
who show ability will be given parts in 
the official performances. Genuine tal- 
ent will not be allowed to go to waste, 
and the major group will not be sub- 
jected to the strain of uncertainty that 
comes on the stage in the person of the 
unproved actor. It seems to us that 
this {s a just and practical scheme. 
and one that no thoughtful little the- 
ater enthusiast will fail to consider 
It is essentially the merit system. It 
will be fair to the public that pays to 
fee plays; it will be fair to the acting 
personnel; it will invalidate as much as 
possible the charge of favoritism; it 
will be a method serving the little the- 
‘ter as a whole. We believe that those 
who would find grievance under such @ 
system are the inevitable by-products 
of any attempt to do anything, and that 
they could safely be ignored. At any 
tate, the Gainesville plan sounds intel- 
heent and is worthy of consideration. 

“Tapering off from this feeble dia- 
‘ectic and speaking personally the writer 
would like to see the Denison and 
Gainesville groups grow into a custom 
If possible we should like to see the 
Gainesville players here in Denison once 
in a while, and it would benefit our 
wn croup to play to other audiences. 
This interchange of actors and exchange 
of ideas is one of the happiest things 
«bout the little theater movement. And 
‘he writer believes that a group that 
has the intelligence to arrive at so sane 
« solution of one of the little theater's 
major problems as shown above is go- 
ing to be worth watching.”

In 
existence for 20 years. Started with 150 
members. Present membership 600. Does 
not own theater, finding it convenient 
to produce at Whitney, Hall. Brookline 

Boston Little Theater, Boston, Mass. 
Established nine years ago with a 
membership of 12, which has increased 
to 30. Maintains a smal! studio theater 
and expects to build a theater of its 
own. Most of its plays are produced in 
the Fine Arts Theater, the Peabody 
Playhouse, municipal buildings, school 
centers, lodges, clubs, societies and at 
all hospitals where entertainment is 
permitted, the Old Soldiers’ Home and 
other homes for the aged. Open-air 
performances are given in summer. 


Wharf Players, Provincetown, Mass. 
Own their own wharf playhouse, in 
their fifth season and have a present 
active company of 15, with a considera- 
ble supporting group of playwrights 
and artists. Original membership not 
stated. 


Heckscher Theater Players, New York 
City. Altho the beautiful Heckscher 
Theater for children at 1 East 104th 
street, donated by August Heckscher, 
has stood for several years, no perma- 
nent children’s group occupied it 
until seven months ago, when Ashley 
Miller organized the Heckscher Theater 
Players.

The man 
ef business, the girl of the chorus, the 
widow with money. the woman with a 
love affair—all want to believe and they 
do not desire to doubt And so it is 
that, with the miracles of progress, the 
wizarcries of invention. we call up on 
the phone and ride in the trolley to have 
a greasy charlatan or a frowzy, flattering, 
slatterniy medium or fortune teller feed 


our shallow vanities and tell us what 


we want to know, by palmistry, cards, 
tea leaves, trance talk in falsetto voices 
—all supposed to come from ‘beyond’. 

“Go with me with a well-filled purse 
and we will visit a score of mediums, 
fortune tellers, palmists and psychics, 
call them what you will, of any big city. 
and you get the same results no matter 
who you are or what your quest may be. 
In New York or Chicago you will find 
the same familiar itcning palms. the 
same _ ingratiating manner, the same 
jumble of words about ‘controls’, ‘life 
lines’, ‘air currents’ and what not. After 
vou have visited two or three, the talk 
becomes stranzely familiar. There is al- 
ways a big blonde, and the brunet you 
are in love with, if you are a man. or 
the tall, handsome stranger with the 
dark face, who conflicts with the boyish 
curly locks of his rival for your af- 
fections, if you are a woman. ‘You must 
not do this’ and ‘you must not do that’ 
because some one ‘on the other side’ is 
watching over your destiny. guiding 
your fcotsteps in the right direction and 
sending you unutterable love and sym- 
pathy.

There is an editorial writer on The 
Los Angeles Evening Herald who js 
nothing if not farsighted. 

He is so farsighted, in fact, that he 
has started wondering “what will take 
the place of the glorious circus when 
it shall have entirely disappeared >” 

Also having a penchant for math) 
matics of a sort, this same writer tell, 
his readers: 

“Only 12 years ago there were 20 hig 
tops operating in the United States. To- 
day there are but half that number.” 

According to the weekly routes puh 
lished in The Billboard there are cur 
rently more than 20 big tops—as well a: 
several “small tops”—touring the coun 
try, and no signs in sight of any de 
crease. 

However, the misinformed writer 1s 
wrong only in his fears and arithmetic. 

That his heart is in the right place 
is indicated hy the following paragraph 
from his editc rial: 

“Regardless of the watery red 
lemonade, the old-time circus did vastly 
m good than harm. It broke the 
monotony of otherwise terribly hum- 
drum existence in the sections remote 
from the great cities. It revealed much 
skill and a wealth of natural science 
and near-art to those who otherwise 
woud have remained in ignorance. And 
the patron always got his money's 
worth.”

OMETIMES, with spontaneous gleam 

across more or less perfunctory fields 

of prose—as these stretch for the 
book reviewer or the reader hunery for 
romance—comes an outstanding book. 
some special weave of authenticity and 
charm giving both the swift. liberating 
pulse of life, in its own teasing and tear- 
actuality, and also that special 
clamour that so stirs imagination as to 
the author. What is the writer of such 
a book really like? 

There are anti-climatic reactions to 
meeting some people about whom 
prominence has built illusion. And if 
one has scouted for a sufficient num- 
ber of vears, and in a variety of climes. 
for that aspect of a personality that is 
its pull with its public the thrill of such 
encounter may sometimes lag a little 
Happily. such receding waves have, in- 
termittently, thetr shining comebacks 
and. for me, The Circus Lady, by 
Josephine DeMott Robinson—one of the 
most spirited and winning biographies 
that had come my way in a long time— 
had left such an impression that the 
one-time thrill was distinctly perceptible 
a day not long ago when—the iris all 
cay and colorful in an actor's garden 
in Hempstead—it developed quite unex- 
pectedly that I was to meet Mrs Robin- 
con. Josie DeMott as she still is best 
known in her old world of the white 
tops 

To meet her not for an arranged in- 
terview but fust naturally and in a 
vacation-like way 

Several wavs. as if 
Robinson, with her attractive vigor, 
discerning mentality and straightfor- 
ward cordiality is one of those genuine 
individualities a single. casual meeting 
with whom its not enough. 

There were various meetings. Social 
ones in pleasant Long Island houses and 
cardens. Informal ones at the Studio of 
Dancing and Physical Culture, which she 
and members of her family are now con- 
ducting in Hempstead. Drives in the 
emart little car which this alert little 
body, also a familiar local figure on 
horseback, handles as deftly as she 
handles living things. Drives over the 
leafy boulevards and lovely lanes of 
Garden Citv and out to the stables 
where she keeps two of the horses left 
from her riding school where so many 
Garden City. Nassua boulevard and other 
children of this vicinity learned not 
only to ride but, better still, the love 
and proper understanding of horses. 
With the keen warmth of her closeness 
to natural, living things one guesses the 
hurts that come to her with every in- 
stance of animal abuse and it is hard 
for her to sell her horses where they 
will pot be loved as she has loved them. 

Most characteristic of all the visits 
was one over luncheon in her home 
apartment with its arresting assortment 
of books and of treasure such as has 


ng 


resulted, for Mrs 


survived from a life that has included 
summits of professional triumph, do- 
mestic luxury, remote and unusual 
travel (her Alaskan experience alone 
should make another rare book) and, 


amid all this, those quiet but finely 


speaking other evidences of stanch self- 
direction amid fate’s baffling discipline. 
While Mrs. Robinson, here in her tiny 
but characterful lodging. hospitably 
served tea and told true stories out of 
her own experience that for tense, un- 
premeditated human drama have few 
counterparts in fiction. a shy, wild little 
gray monkey that. as yet, will nestle ap- 
prehensively but affectionately against 
her alone. slid furtively along the cor- 
ridor, one diminutive little claw clutch- 
ing an egg abstracted from the kitch- 
enet supply, and slyly watched her op- 
portunity to glide to where she could 
glimpse the outside world from the 
shelter of a window recess. 


N ALL these informal meetings the 

ex-circus lady rang true. Her easy 

quiet. sincere feeling and vivacious 
speech continued the impression of the 
lovable. lively. unstereotyped individual 
of big heart. good mind and unaffected 
outlook that give such tang and relish 
to her book of circus ways and different 
days — a varied career brightly and 
bravely faced and according to her 
familv's fidelity to their own code of 
meeting difficulty in the valiant circus 
fashion with “chest out and chin up”. 

So she brings back one’s better faiths 
in “personalitv’ and to her — in her 
buoyant integrity one whom neither 
fame nor life itself has spoiled—one 
owes that rare gratitude for not being 
disappointed in one about whom one’s 
imagination has built exceptional ex- 
pectations. 


Of course, behind Josephine DeMott. 
Robinson is the old, persistent lure and 
haunt of the circus itself which. always 
a devotee of its motley jov. I have come 
to feel is something more than that 
That the circus is one of our institutions 
mest deserving of a happy unstilted 
reverence. Not only for the lavish deal 
of bliss that it hands out to all classes 
(to some their one seizure of romance) 
but because the law that it has it obeys. 
Beneath its tinsel and glitter it remains 
the great exponent of work well done; of 
wage honestly earned. 


The code of its people may be 
simpler—anyway it is more direct—than 
that of a more superficial society, but 
among them the shoddy in performance 
does not pass 

No aristocracy has more earned its 
eminence. And tho she has experienced 
so many other phases of existence since 
she first won her girlhood distinction as 
one of the most skillful and daring bare- 
back riders of the world. in Josephine 
DeMott one encounters. the true circus 
aristocrat. 

Descendant of a brilliant line, and 
member of a family of circus stars, she 
is true to the integrity of that tradi- 
tion. Even had she not been a trium- 
phant queen in her early realm, a woman 
whose daily living has done so much to 
correct and alleviate physical handicap, 
to teach kindness and understanding 
in the animal world—and one suspects, 
tolerations in the human one—has lived 
largely. 

Spontaneously courteous and refresh- 


ingly free from affectations and bluff she 
invites admiration, both for her friendly 
self and for the perfection with which 
she knows her job. Whatever she is giv- 
ing herself to she is giving thoroly. 
Knowing her one understands why (to 
use her own words) the glamour the cir- 
cus held for her was “the joy and peace 
of work well done”. 

How active her present days are was 
realized by several times dropping into 
the busy Hempstead studio: thus chanc- 
ing upon whatever was in progress there 
where, with all the changeful anc color- 
ful shifts of scene—intimate, interesting 
or bizarre—was also, and in spite of the 
hints of formal and fashionable worlds, 
the snap and the thoro attack of circus 
training. 

There were unstudied, chance group- 
ings and motley blends of pose and cos- 
tume (carnival suggestions of frolic- 
some French prints) at an afternoon 
dress rehearsal where a serious-looking 
girl was putting young people of various 
sizes and raiment thru rhythmic paces 
that were to result in the brilliant first 
annual recital of Mrs. Robinson's classes 
that delighted an enthusiastic audience 
in the big Hempstead High School 
auditorium the next evening. 

This tall young woman was of special 
interest because, mothered by Mrs. Rob- 
inson ever since the death of her own 
mother. she also was daughter of 
“Slivers", the famous clown, to whose 
prestige in his line Mrs. Robinson pays 
high tribute. 


LSO always busy at the studio was 
another interesting member of an 
interesting family. Willy DeMott, 
also of a ready friendliness and a surety 
of assistance that suggested that he 
must be the brother who stood by her 
when she made her amazing return to 
r‘ding with the Barnum & Bailey Circus 
in 1905, after 15 years’ absence from the 
ring. and as many crumbling years of 
“gillie’ life. A comeback that. in grit 
and achievement. has epic quality. And 
what brave, wise pain in its eventual 
resignation! It is thru prose like this 
that one gets the pull of the life de- 
scribed. Simple, powerful narrative, un- 
consciously challenging unstinting ad- 
miration, what personal record of such 
sort surpasses this chapter of The Circus 
Lady? 
Again the patience and pluck of circus 


preparation! 
Patience and pluck further ex- 
emplified may be seen, too, in less 


sprightly scenes at the studio. For in a 
section back of the dance hall, where 
there is apparatus of ladder and bar 
and pulley, Mrs. Robinson, whose 
hospital study, in addition to her al- 
ready exceptional knowledge and train- 
ing in muscular and all body control, 
has made her most successful in correc- 
tive work, may be seen opening new 
vistas of possibility to an _ infantile 
paralysis cripple or to some other little 
struggler gradually inspired by her ex- 
acting cheery persistence for their ad- 
vance in the battle that physical science 
wages with apparent deformity. 


HAT physical response means to 

one with whom keeping the 

body fit always has been “second 
religion” one realizes in watching the 
peremptory, patient processes of her up- 
building the developing possibilities of 
others. 


To increase her ability for service she 
added this specialized hospital to her 
general and professional training dur- 
ing the World War, gaining a proficiency 
that was surprisingly rewarded by keep- 
ing her this side while shiploads of girls 
no more eager, and far less fitted, but 
with younger hair, were seit across. 


Nowhere in a book generously ani- 
mated by such qualities do the good 
humor. sense and sportsmanship of Mrs. 
Robinson’s finely balanced attitude better 
show than in her description of her 
work for “the movies” when Polly of 
the Circus was filmed. But all friends 
that the book has made for her feel 
their blood boil as. swept by sympathy. 
they follow a woman of her proved 
supremacy thru the careless indignities 
to which she was subjected in that ex- 
perience. And all friends of The Bill- 
board take satisfaction that, in review- 
ing the picture of which this gruelling 
was a part, it is noted that “the circus 
scenes were very well done. thanks to 
the clever work of Miss DeMott, who sub- 
stituted for Miss Marsh in this role, tho 
no credit whatever was given her”. 


Here truly is a gallant spirit. Tho no 
longer young. as years go, hers is still 
“the bliss of beautiful health and grace 
won by hard work”. 


She is small in build. very supple. and 
piled on her shapely head, and bound 
with a band of bright silk when she is 
in her informal studio garb. are curly 
masses of the grav hair which she so 
honestly and humorously admits has 
been her handicap about everywhere but 
with her horses. 


ES, there must have been, one feels 
sure, some severe shatterings of the 
innocent and envying belief of her 

childhood that people of the sheltered. 
easy-going outside world were so superior 
to those of the -circus. 


In a society considerably compounded 
of shams there would be bewilderments 
for one who. along with the spangle of 
the circus, knew also its stiff grounding. 
And besides their friendly twinkle, her 
steady blue eves have also mists of 
puzzlement when she looks out, rather 
wistfully, into a society whose schemes 
bespeak a stranger life that her own 
straightforwardness cannot quite get 
acquainted with. 


The unbluffing clarity of her own type 
shines thru so many of the sentences of 
her book. It seems eminently char- 
acteristic of her, who won the plaudits 
of Mexico, London. New York and the 
United States, and who is so true to her 
joy in such acclaim, when she acknowl- 
edges that above this was “the joy of 
knowing that I was physically able to 
do the thing of which the applause was 
the reward.”

Wild Bill Hickock. whose six-gun 
brought law and order to the hills, and 
who was the merciless foe of road agents. 
rode past again in his old glory, followed 
by Parson Smith. who brought the 
Word of God to the hills: Calamity Jane, 
the notorious Robin Hood of her time, 
and Jack McCall, the “tin-horn” gambler, 
who shot Wild Bill. 

Deadwood Dick, himself, in person, no 
less, rode in the parade as straight as an 
arrow, unmindful of the _ prancing 
cayuse between his legs, receiving the 
unstinted applause of President and 
Mrs. Coolidge. Close behind him, in a 
buckskin suit, his still brown hair flow- 
ing over his shoulders, was the original 
Idaho Bill, one of Custer’s scouts. 

The original Deadwood stage, many 
times robbed by desperadoes of 50 years 
ago, attracted the notice of the Presi- 
dent. Covered wagons whose dilapidated 
appearance attested their age and service, 
bore the matrons and handsome girls of 
Deadwood, attractive for the day in 
bonnets and ginghams that their 
pioneering mothers and grandmothers 
had brought into the country for Sun- 
day best. 

The Black Horse Cavalry, from Ft. 
Meade, every trooper mounted on a coal- 
black steed, demonstrated for approval 
of the Commander-in-Chief both mili- 
tary and dancing formations, each horse, 
like a dancing master, keeping in per- 
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fest step to the music of a mounted 
band. 


DES MOINES, Ia.—A steady rain, which 
began falling shortly before the rodeo 
was scheduled to begin. soaked the 
ground and made footilg for both horses 
and Brahma steers insecure—but it made 
soft landing for cowboys bulldogging 
steers or thrown from bucking broncs.

When a bet was made that 
he could not ride the trick mule wth 
the rodeo, Harry E. Clark. Ba!timore 
salesman, who is in the city. donned a 
bething suit and mounted the an mal. 
After a few kicks. plunges and b*'ks, 
Clark succeeded in quieting the m' <'e 
sufficiently to ride it about the en- 
closure. One of the main features of 
the rodeo was the opening jumping 
contest. Tho the ground wes slippery, 
the horses succeeded in jumping as high 
as five feet. The show is owned by A. 
B. Carr. of Collins, Ia.. who imports the 
riders and rodeo contestants from ranche 
es in the West. The rodeo will eppear 
again at Sycamore Park next Sunday 
afternoon.

An innovation at the 1927 Calgary Bx- 
hibition and Stampede in presenting 
various breeds of live stock to gramd- 
stand patrons provided an appropriaze, 
instructive and entertaining closing num- 
ber on each evening's program. The 
unique feature occupied about 25 min- 
utes, and each scene received en- 
thusiastic applause. E. L. Richardson, 
general manager, received much favor- 
able comment on the success of the 
novel event. 

The back of the stage was arranged 
as a motion picture theater with an 
opening for the picture 20 feet long by 
12 feet high. Stage scenery closed in 
the rest of the width of the stage and 
extended about 40 feet on each sicie, 
angling back to the track, this making 
a screen about 140 feet long behind 
which the different features could be 
assembled. Above the motion pictuye 
opening there was a frame for lantern 
slide announcements. Announcemerfts 
were also made by loud speakers. 

The opening feature was The London 
Steppers. The following announcement 
was then made: “Calgary Exhibition 
and Stampede’ Feature’ Production, 
Grand Novelty Revue, at the Fair, 60 
Years of Progress, Showing the Basis. of 
Canada's Agricultural Prosperity.”

Fake Mediums Detrimental 
To Mystery Entertainers

want real results, something that will 
satisfy you, I'd really oughter have $10.’ 

““But your advertisements all say $2," 
protests the elderly gentleman. ‘How- 
ever, as this is only an experiment I am 
making tonight. I am willing to pay 
whatever you ask. If it is true, no sum 
of money can be great enough tc keep 
m2 from my loved ones. and if it is 
a fraud, a few dollars mere or less will 
not serve to hide that fact from me.’ 
Madame Seera, involuntarily kicking her- 
self for not asking $20 or even $50 from 
such an easy ‘come on’, turns the gas 
low and prepares for the seance. 


“IT see you're an unbeliever.’ she 
rombles on. ‘Lots of you folks are 
sreptical and don't believe us mediums 
do it all. That spirit of antagonism 
hurts the influences and breaks up the 
spirit currents. You must not fight 
against these influences. My controls 
don’t like it. They're that easily in- 
fluenced. If they know an unbeliever 
cr a mocker is in the rcom. I can't get 
in touch with my _  antenna—that’s 
French for the thousands cf invisible lit- 
tle arms or nerves I'm supposed to have 
to reach out and grab the influences. 
So sit there and I will see if I can get 
anything for you. Thanks for the extra 
$5. 


“As her visitor seats himself in the 
darkened rcom, Madame Seera proceeds 
to breathe deeply, ever and anon having 
shght convulsions. She cioses her eyes, 
her breast heaves and falls, her fingers 
twitch spasmodically, and at intervals 
her legs project straight out from the 
chair in unexpected kicks. Meanwhile 
her visitor watches her absorbedly. At 
last the preliminaries seem to be over. 
The ‘medium* sinks back in her chair as 
tho completely overcome. She _ sighs 
deeply. Then she suddenly straightens 
up. and if she is a clever actress under 
such circumstances she already has won 
the battle. 


“There are a thousand and one ways of 
obtaining valuable information about 
any ‘come on’. The latest is the card- 
index system cf catalog dope. names. 
address, for different cities, commanding 
a high price when a new ‘psychic’ comes 
to town. In the case of a new victim 
who is not recorded on the cards, it is 
the business of the psychic to ‘pump’ 
as much as possible, and then explain 
that the psychic reactions are not as 
they should be. The sucker is then sent 
away, with a request to return next 
week, and in the meantime the entire 
snock force gets busy te trail to learn 
all they can about the new ‘come on’. 

“Frequently you may read in the press 
of how some scoffer broke up a seance, 
and what happened. Of course, the ma- 
terializations are carefully planned and 
each sitter known to the psychic before 
the seance begins. The medium usually 
has two strong men ready to pounce 
upon a disturber at the slightest pro- 
vocation. . It is impossible for a stranger 
to cet in the front row of a material- 
ization seance. 

“In a peculiar way I managed to gain 
admission to a seance were the medium 
expected to materialize the spirit of a 
young woman. The room was darkened 
bv the friends of the medium, I having 
provided myself with the deadly flash- 
licht. At the proper moment I shot 
the flashlight at the form that was 
materializing to get my bearings. then 
diving at the form. Instantly there was 
a terrific fight. Those strong-arm men 
and their supporters Jumped and slugged 
at me. Before the folice came I 
certainly was a mess, but I hung on. 
Subsequently arraigned in police court 
on a charge of assault. I carried 
triumphantly aloft a pair cf corsets.

P. T. Barnum was right.”

The Legitimate Stage 


LONDON, Aug. 2.—Leon M. Lion has 
arranged with Frank Curzon’'s executors 
to take over Wyndham'’s. Theater on a 
long lease.

tripes and keister. Jack has fought and 
trained such men as Jack Dempsev. Harry 
Wills. Mike O'Dowd. Mike McTeague, 
Rocky Kansas and Harry Fuller. Today 
Dillon travels around the country lectur- 
ing on health, selling medicine and 
electrical appliances that will aid the 
weak and run-down public back to 
health. Along with his lectures Jack 
writes for the daily newspapers in the 
towns he happens to be in, and in that 
way he not only helps himself, but 
naturally gives all of Pitchdom some 
publicity that proves to be very valuable 
to the game. Jack started in the game 
when still fighting in the amateur 
ranks. One day, way back in 1908, Jack 
was one of the principals on a card ar- 
ranged for a boxing entertainment in 
Burlington, Wis.

That seems 
to be a question in Pitchdom. I have 
made an exhaustive study of every 
branch of Pitchdom, and I dare say that 
the fountain pen business is just as good, 
if not better, than it has been at a 
time in the past,” says Sid Sidenberg. 
This year has been a slow one for every- 
body. The boys on the road are not the 
only ones hitting the blue ones. Store- 
keepers all over the country, in every line 
of merchandising, are complaining. 
Naturally some of the boys think that 
the pen game and other lines are slow- 
ing up—which is all wrong. Some of 
the best fountain pen workers in the 
country have switched to other lines— 
a wrong move—hoping to enlarge their 
incomes, but to no avail. They find that 
all lines are slow after making the 
change. While the older heads are 
changing. the newcomers with new pep 
are cleaning up with fountain pens. It 
has been the custom of the older heads 
to work stores and windows on a pere 
centage basis, which the store owners 
refuse. Like trying to learn an old dog 
new tricks, they will stay in that rut 
while the newcomer is up to present-day 
conditions. He pays a flat rental basis, 
large enough to interest the store own- 
ers, and, consequently, works some of the 
best locations in the country to sur- 
prisingly big results. Nay. the fountain 
pen game is not dead.

The minute 
you arrive you can notice that feeling 
of hospitelity that makes real friends. 
We remained over nicht. had breakfast. 
had the pleasure of watching a bear 
play on the mountain side. Mr. Newell 
or Rolling Thunder is 83 years old, 
keen, active and very erect and full of 
fun as well as a very good root and 
herb doctor.” 


CAPT. G. W.. SMITH reminisces: It 
came to my memory. while in my room 
at a good hotel, surrounded by modern 
comforts of the present day. Ice water, 
steam heat, electric fan. hot and cold 
water for lavatory and bath, with com- 
parison to 50 years ago. Also the old- 
time hich pitchmen who were in those 
days and years.

Dewey advises that many of the towns- 
people called on him before the tents 
were up. shcok hands and welcomed him 
hack again. He adds that Mr. and Mrs. 
Duncan, well-known show people, drop- 
ped down to see him last Sunday. 


DOC HARRY DAVIS SHOOTS from 
Helena, Ark.: “I have been working the 
whole State of Arkansas. Have not been 
knocking ‘em dead or mopping up, but 
doing very good business. Have worked 
the flooded district of Arkansas. where 


they are hard hit But they do buy 
medicine. We close here in Helena 
Saturday night (August 6) after two 


weeks. Worked right in the heart of the 
city. Cherry and Phillips streets, for the 
third season on that corner. Worked 
West Helena to a red one. Everybody 
working out there. Lumber mills, thread 
mills and canning factory working day 
and night. We leave here for Warren, 
Ark. The reader in Helen. is $25 a day, 
but the town is wide open to ex-service 
men. Little Rock. Ark., has been closed 
for several years. You can’t buy a reader 
in Little Rock. Open, however, to ex- 
service men, as is the whole State. under 
a State law. North Little Rock is open, 
$5 a day for medicine. Have seen no 
pitchmen in this neck of the woods. I 
wonder where they are! This is a good 
State if you know how to take the na- 
tives. Where are you, Doc Barnes, Bert 
Purvis and Ed McGovern?” 


“I DON’T OFTEN LOAF.” says Mike 
Whalen, who has recently taken to sign- 


ing himself “ex-king of wipes”. And says 
Mike: “I work just half an hour at the 
pitch. At noon I go to bed, read a 
magazine, smoke a good Cigar, take a 
nap, then go to a shop at 4:30. That's 
what I call banking hours. John D. and 
Henry Ford haven’t anything on me. 
They have to worry about their money. 
I haven't any to worry about.” 


PITCPMEN I HAVE MET. by Sid 
Sidenberg: Seven trips across the United 
States in eight years is the record hung 
up by Abe Sobelman, of Los Angeles. 
Abe’s original home was Carmel, N. J. 
After his third trip across the continent, 
Sobelman came back to the old home 
town and married his childhood sweet- 
heart, and the Sobelmans have been on 
their honeymoon trir ever since. Mrs. 
Sobelman has accompanied Abe on the 
last five trips selling radio gaps, an 
automobile accessory. The Sobelmans 
spend the entire winter on the Western 
Coast and come east in the spring and 
wind up their Eastern trip by working 
the New York fairs. The Scbelmans have 
heen successful with intensifiers and 
have bought a home on the Pacific 
Coast. 


PITCHMEN I HAVE MET. by Sid 
Sidenberg: Cne of the fustest and clever- 
est factory workers I have met in Pitch- 
dom is George B. Earle, 47 years old, 
and who has spent 20 of these years 
selling merchandise to the people of this 
country. George started in the game in 
the good old days when the elite of the 
towns were found in the pitchmen’'s au- 
diences. Lately the veteran pitchman 
works factories exclusively. At 6 a.m. 
one can find George setting up his tripes 
and keister at the entrance of some fac- 
tory. waiting for the workers to report 
for work. When about to go into the fac- 
tory, Earle attracts their attention and 
the ones that go home to lunch that 
noon will make their wives a present of 
a needle threader Earle is now handling. 
George makes it his business to work 
three shops each day. Morning, noon and 
when the whistle blows for the day. 
Farle calls Chicago home, but bourht 
his mother a home. who lives at Honey 
Creck, Wis. and with whom he resides 
vhen not on the road. 


PITCHMEN I HAVE MET, by Sid 
Sidenberg: Harold M. Newman, 28 years 
old, is one of the cleverest pen demon- 
strators in Pitchdom. Newman is not of 
the braggadocio type. but a real honest- 
to-goodness pen salesman. Harold has 
been in the business for the past 10 years 
and has dispensed many thousands of 
the red writing-sticks. Factories. corners, 
windows, storerooms and _ fairgrounds 
are Herold’s big bets. Always working 


with vim and vigor, everlastingly pound- 
ing away at the public with the article 
be advertises, has won him the respect 


of entire Pitchdom as a capable worker. 
A prince of good fellows, who is always 
ready with valuable information for his

ZIP HIBLER. pitchman. poet and 
philosopher. moralizes: “I had occasion 
a few days back to talk with a city dad 
After he refused me a permit he told 
me the reason why. He swung around 
in his swivel chair and said: ‘Why don't 
you get into a more honorable business? 
Don't you know that people look upon 
you as a faker and that all the argu- 
ment in the world will not make them 
think otherwise?’ I said to him: ‘That 
may be very true, your honor. but 
fortunately. I can read society as well 
as it reads me. The majority of these 
people you are talking about appears 
awfully foolish and cheap to me at 
*imes Furthermore. I am not pan- 
handling people. They should know 
that it’s more to their interest to en- 
eourage than discourage me.” He said: 
‘Evidently you don't care so much for 
society.” I said: ‘I have almost circum- 
navigated the globe.

No one can stay in a town 
and bane away till the people are tired 
of looking at him and still keep getting 
the coin. New faces make new busi- 
ness. The more the merrier. And aftcr 
all, don’t we all like to be tipped to 4 
red one? Of course. when greed and 
jealousy becomes master of a man, he 
starts in hating the world. himself and 
evervthing in general When you are 
ready to jump into a red one on the 
other fellow’s tip. would you call your- 
self a squareshooter in refusing to tell 
the one who gave you the tip when you 
run across a red one? My views differ 
vith some of the fellows that call them- 
selves squareshooters. They don't prove 
it. All they do is admit that they 2'¢ 
on the level. A squareshocter does not 
become—he just naturally is.”

Bedell, the cloak merchant, who owns 
the property, is said to have refused to 
bear the expense of the prodigious repair 
job. Besides, report has it. Bedell in- 
sisted on a rental fee of $50.090 a year. 
The Loew outfit agreed to the rental 
price, but demanded that they be given 
concessions during the slack period, be- 
tween the latter part of July and Au- 
gust. The Loew outfit, unable to throw 
off the $410,000 repair burden and to gain 
their midsummer concession, closed shop 
August 1. In the next several days Be- 
dell is said to have relented and called 
for Loew officials to talk matters over 
again. For a time it appeared that all 
would be patched up and the house 
eventually reopened. But the risk of 
running a house in a section of chang- 
ing class standards apparently disheart- 
ened Loew officials and the deal is now 
definftely off. 

During the last week of the 116th 
Street's operation, the Loew Circuit cir- 
cularized the neighborhood, urging resi- 
dents to patronize its nearby houses, the 
Victoria and Seventh Avenue theaters, 
offering free admission during the week 
of the campaign.
